The belief grew from results of 
experiments on rats and foxes, 


“Mony people believed that the 
fountain of youth was, to be found 
in the’ vitamin pill.” he sald. “But 
they were doomed ‘to disappoint- 
ment. The vitamin pills did not 
turn grey hair back to its original 
black, blond or red.” 


He said the reason is obvious; 
that science may conclude that most 
human greying of hoir- is not due 
to a vitamin deficiency. So therefore, 
it cannot be expected to be corrected 
by munching on vitamin pills, 


Proper Place 


He said thero Is a place for 
yitamin therapy in the: curing of 
man’s ills, In recent months, he 
recalled, folic acld ond vitamin B-12 
have been shown to be helpful in 
the treatment of pernicious anacmia, 


Of the two, Dr Day said that 
vitamin B-12 appears to have the 
most effect. The new vitamin, 
originally announced Inst April, {s 
still In the experimental stage, but 
is expected {o be put on the general 
market. soon. 


“There {s a place for sound vitamin 
therapy,” Dr Day said, “but ‘nt the 
outer fringe of the drug industry 
are those who make unwarranted 
and Tantastic. clalms—claims {hat ore

London, Oct. 25.—Britain 
dropped the word “British” be- 
fore “Commonwealth” of her 
own free | will at .the recent 
Commonwealth Conference in 
London, and the Conference did 
not discuss the change at all, 
Mr Louis St Laurent, the Cana- 
dian acting Prime Minister, 
said in Ottawa when ‘he re- 
turned thero from London. 

‘It just occurred as a matter of 
course,” he sald. 

Bul Mr R.G. Menzies, leader of 
the Opposition jin the Australian 
House of Representatives, sald in 
New York that the decision “will 
shock millions of British citizens as 
it has shocked me." 

“We are apparently in the hands 
of politicians who, with absolutely 
no authority from thelr own pcople, 
are prepared: to change tha 
character of the British Empire 
overnight," Mr Menzies declared. 

Mr St. Laurent said in Ottawa 
it was hoped that India would stay 
in the Commonwealth. If she 
wanted to serve her links with the 
Crown, it might be difficult to work 
‘out a suitable formula to mect her 
requirements, 


WESTERN UNION

Battle Over 
Banking | 
Legislation 
“APPEAL TO/THE. 
PRIVY COUNCIL 


Yondon, Oct. 25.—The battle 
over’ the Australian banks was 


transferred to London.+ today |. 


when the Federal Government 
presented to the Judicial Com- 
mittee of the Privy Council 
special leave to nppenl against 
an Australian High Court deci- 
sion restraining the Govern- 
ment from carrying out its 
bank nationalisation legisintion. 


The Australian banking bill was 
passed by both Houses of Represen- 
tatives and State and received Royal 
Assent in November 1947. . Imme- 
diately, trading banks and the State 
Governments of Victoria, South 
Australia ‘and West Australia applied 
for’ a. high ,court Injunction to 

Jrestrain the Government from giving 
effect tothe bill. 


The longest hearing In_the history 
of the Australlan High Court ended 
last Aumust with all = six judges 
finding various sections of the Act 
yold. The Chief Justice made an 
order restraining the Government 
from tmplementing the legislation. 


The Federal Government team 
was lead by Dr -H.: V. Evatt, the 
Australian’ Deputy Primo Minister, 
who told the five. British law lords 
hearing the petitions that there were 
five distinct cases: in the first, 
respondents were the Bank of New 
South Wales and seven other private 
banks incorporated in Australia: in 
the second, the, main respondents 
were the Bank of Australasia and 
two private banks incorporated in 
the United Kingdom: and in .the 
other three respondents were the 
States of Victoria, Western Australia 
and South Australla.

He submitted .this sectlon of the 
Constitution was, intended to. 
pwarantee freedom’ of passage of 
‘goods between states and was not 
effective in any way whatever to 
stop the banking legislation. 


Sir Cyril Radcliffe, for the Bank 
of New South Wales, submitted that 
the Privy Council neither could nor 
should entertain the Australian 
Government's petitions. The result 
of the orders made in the Australian 
High Court, he said, was to destroy 
the Banking Act altogether. - 

The hearing was adjourned until 
tomorrow.—Reuter.
